Rejection Predicted. 
The rejection was as predicted 
Western sources. Those source* 
had felt no doubt the West would 
win any free election for all Ger- 
many, which would push the iron 
curtain back to the Polish and. 
Czechoslovak frontles, and Russia 
would want no part of that. 
The Bonn constitution giving the 
Germans their own 
government

The position of the United 
States has to be the same. 
It is bootless to discuss it on 
the merits of Spanish friend- 
ship, because we have no 
choice in the matter. The 
United States also took the 
posititbn three years ago 
that the Franco government 
should not be recognized 
with an ambassador, and our 
ambassador to Madrid ac- 
cordingly was withdrawn. 
Unless and until there is a 
liberalization of the govern- 
ment of Spain, this nation 
cannot alter its posititon. To 
send our ambassador back 
;o Madrid now would be to 
retreat ignominiously from 
our public espousal of the 
cause of Democracy, and to 
sacrifice the respect of all 
the peoples of the world.

Family 
Service Association to its board of 
directors Monday listed 83 families 
t that received aid from the organl- 
mtlon in some form. 
The report, given by Miss Augus- 
ta Helm, general secretary, listed 
a wide range of assistance In casts 
varying from Illness to desertion. 
Illness constituted the bulk of 
calls for assistance In May, and 
the association spent $476 on these 
cases. There were, however, five 
oases of desertion, and the Family 
Service Association was able 
to 
effect reconciliation on some of 
these, Miss Helm said. 
"We have had more queries from 
people this month than ever be- 
fore," Miss Helm asserted, "asking 
'what do you do? Do you just feed 
people.?" 
"Feeding is easy. The' biggest 
part of our work is rehabilitation 
both physical and mental, and In 
order to do this we cannot mention 
names. 
We are not satisfied to 
feed people t>nd then drop them 
from our list. We don't take them 
off our list until they are rehabili- 
tated." 
"If anyone wants to know, from 
a proper standpoint, what we do, 
we are more than willing to give 
Information," Miss Helm said. "We 
deal in humanity." 
The May report lilted as*Utance 
such as the giving of free strep* 
P tomycln shots to tubercular

tients, assistance to several asth- 
ma patients, aid In rehabilitation 
of the blind, and the donation of 
clothing and food to a number of 
cases, in addition to the aforemen- 
t tloned desertion eases.

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Bonds Received 
By Commissioners 
For New Hospital 


Another stop toward the reali- 
zation of the Navarro County Me- 
morial Hospital was taken Friday 
morning. 


The 550 bonds of $1,000 denomi- 


nation each were received from 
the Dorsey Company, tho print- 
erg by H. R. Stroubo, chairman 
of the finance committee of the 
advisory board, and were deliver- 
ed to the commissioners court. 


Stroube also advised the court 
that the committee interviewing 
architects 
unanimously 
recom- 


mended the employment of Wiley 
D. Clarkson, Fort Worth, Corslca- 
na native, as tahe architest for 
the $1.200,000 memorial hospital to 
be erected here. Members of the 
court Indicated they would follow 
the recommendations of the advis- 
ory group and will meet 
with 


Clarkson next week to work out 
details of a contract, etc. 
The 550 bonds,, dated June 1, 


provide the payment of the first 
Interest on December 1, 3949, and 
semi-annually thereafter, at the 
First National Bank in Corsicana, 
Texas. 


This represents the county's part 
in the hospital program. The fed- 
eral government has 
allocated 


$400,000 and public subscriptions 
of $250,000 completes the hospital 
project proper. 


The bonds are to be signed by 
Joe D. Huffstutler, oounty judge; 
J. Vernon Harwell, county clerk, 
and R. W. Jones, county treasur- 
er, with the state comptroller of 
public accounts to also sign them. 
The bonds recently were sold 
at 2.28 percent true interest rate. 
Some of them will be for 2 1-4 
percent 
interest and others at 


2 1-2 percent, depending on 
the 
maturities. 


Stroube advised the commission- 
ers that eight interviews of out- 
standing architects were made by 
the committee and seven others 
were talked to before the decision 
for Clarkson was reached.
